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CHASED DOWN. 


Pursuit and Capture of One of the 
California Train Robbers. — 


One of the Posse Killed and Sheriff 
Whiting Wounded. 


TWO OF THE BANDITS BEAT BACK THE 
OFFICERS AND ESCAPE. 


Chris Evans and John Sontag Are 
the Desperadoes—One of the Criminals 
Supposed to Be Connected With a 
Missouri Hold Up-Fatal Free F'ight 
et a Colored Church Gathoring— 
Crimes. 


VIsaLia, Cal., Aug. 6..-One of the men who 
robbed Wells, Fargo & Co.’s sefe, after blow- 
ing open the express car with dynamite 
bombs, near Fresno, was captured near 
here yesterday afternoon after an exciting 
chase, during which Deputy Sheriff Whitty 
was shot in the neck by the fying criminals. 
The men were tracked from near the scene of 
the robbery into Visalia and tothe ranch- 
house of Chris Evans, who came here from 
Minnesota five yearsago. When the officers 
approached Evans’ place the men, who 
Were evidently expacting them, opened 
fire, and dropped Whitty, who fell 
from his horse. Then they jumped on horses 
and started for the hills. After them went 
fuily one hundred heavily armed men. The 
dust wasso deep in the road that, though 
there was a constant fusilade of Winches- 
ters, no one was hurt, asonly an occasional! 
glimpse of a man could be had. Pursuit was 
kept up tor nearly an hour and was intense- 
ly exciting, as fresh men, hearing the firing, 
joined in the chase. 

‘ihe frightful speed and the intense heat 
s00n began to tellon the horses of the rob- 
bers. Finally, whenthey saw that capture 
was almost certain, they separated and 
struck off on different roads. Their pursu- 
ers divided into two bands,andin a few min 
wtes each party came up with its 
game. Both men showed fight to the 
end, and it is a miracie that only one 
was shot, as.many hundreds of shots were 
fired. 

It was at first reported that three mea had 
been captured, but this report proved to be 
unfounded. After a hard run of several miies 
the bandits took refuge in a 
barn, which was surrounded by 
their pursuers. Early § this morning 
two of the fugitives broke through the guard, 
fatally shooting one of the posse named Oscar 
Beaver, and making their escape. ‘The third 
man wascapturec. He provedto be George 
Sonntag. Thetwowho escaped were John 
Sonntag and Chris Evans. 

John Sontag, Ils a rancher, who has 
borne a good reputation, but whowas re- 
cently suspected of being connected witha 
train robbery near St. Louls.

The Prince, 
who received ithe bullet in his heart, fell 
dead instantly, dragging his pariner with 
him to the ground. The assassin. amid the 


his comade, raised his afflanced’s head by 
the bairandthen blew his own brains out. 
The deed has created the wildest excitement 
in Russia’s upper circie. It was a clear case 
of jealousy.

One of the posse returned from the chase 
says that Evans and Sontag came to Evans’ 
house about 12 £4o’clock iast night, 
and, after eating supper, went to 
the barn. Five or six men standa- 
ing guard discovered their team in the 
barn lot, not having seen them come in. 
Undoubtedly they returned to secure hidden 
coin, as a hole filled with fresh dirt 
was found in the barn this morning. 
Deputy Sherif Oscar Beaver, who was 
guarding, saw the men at the barn and 
opened fire, the shot being returned by the 
robbers, wounding Beaver so that he died at 
B o’clock this morning. Fifteen shots were 
exchanged, Beaver firing eight. Someof his 
shots wounded the robbers’ horses sothat 
they had to be killed. 

While the guard was attending to Beaver 
the robbers escaped on foot and went in a 
northerly direction. Three miles from town 
they tried to borrow horses from an 
acquaintance. Officersin pursuit traced the 
men four miles northeast, where they en- 
tered afield. The pursuers’ team gave out 
andthey returned to town. Twenty or 
‘ thirty men are now in pursuit on horse back. 

Sheriff Cunningham states that there is 
no doubt the men committed most of 
the train robberies in this valley. 
Excitement is high here, and the 
men will be hungif taken alive. They can 
hardly escape as all thoroughfares are 
guarded. Deputy Sheriff Witty, who was 
ghot yesterday, will recOver unless blood 
poisoning occurs.

BLOODY RACE WAR IMMINENT IN LOUISIANA. 


NEW ORLEANS, La., Aug. 6,—The shooting 
of Judge Henry Long from ambush a few 
nightsago at Kennerville, just above New 
Orleans, has aroused great bitterness there. 
The whole trouble is attributed to political 


enmity and has resulted inarace feud. The 
parish officers have been working up the 
case against the assassins and madea num- 
ber of arrests. Onthe other hand a number 
of negroes and white men who are in sympa- 
thy with those who attacked Judge Long 
have held meetings and are said to have 
formed a plot to force a number of 
white residents out ofthe place. It is ‘said 
that they had threatened to burn down the 
stores of Mrs. B. Felix and Angelo Palmisan 
and the residences of F. Stahl. F. Becker and 
Judge Long’s mother. The situation finally 
began to }ook serious and Mr. Stahl swore 
outan affidavit against several of the 
negroes for making threats. The warrants 
were placed in the hands ofthe sheriffanda 
number of negroes in the neighboring parish 
of st. Charles are jocked up in the parish 
jail. ‘The population of that town is almost 
exclusively colored; Some of the arrested 
negroes have given valuable information as 
to the shooting. Reports to the effect 
that the prisoners are to be lynched are in 
circulation.

CRESPO IN CARACAS. 


Decisive Victory for the Venezuelan In- 
surgents. 


THE CAPITAL CITY TAKEN BY FORCE OF 
ARMS. 


Strained Relations Between the United 
States and Canada—Oholera Epidem'c 
in the Persian Capital—Vatican An- 
nouncements—Events in the Pamir 
Pointing te An Early Collision. 


PANAMA, Aug. 6.—A cable dispatch has been 
sent from the chief of staff of the Supreme 
; Commander of the Venezuelan insurgents 
| yesterday to the Venezuela junta in New 
York tothe effect that Gen. Crespo has en- 
tered Caracas by force of arms. 

Later information stated that Gen. Crespo 
had tired of the delaying schemes and had 
taken the bull by the horns, precipitateda 
battle, defeated the Government troops and 
entered the city with an army of 25,000 men. 
It is announced also that the taking of 
| Caracas was the fulfilment of a promise 


| given by Gen. Crespo to his wife that he} 


' should be in possession of the city by Aug. 5. 

The intelligence also announced the utter 
| defeat of Lucien Mendosa at La Victoria, and 
the capture of Gen. Batalloand his army. 

The further information came that the in- 
surgents had driven Rangal fromthe field, 
whipped Gen. Juan Tovarat San Joaquin and 
seized 600 rifles at San Fernando. A later dis- 
patch denied the truth of the rumored death 
of Crespo anda letter from Gen. Pedro Vel- 
lenilla, Crespo’s chief of staff, gives particu- 
lars of the movements;of the revolutionary 
forces around Caracasif late.

THE PLAGUE EPIDEMIC IN THE PERSIAN CAPI- 
TAL. 


VIENNA, Aug. 5.—Dr. Frey, an expert in 
matters pertaining to cholera, writes tothe 
newspapers that in the experience of 
'himselfand other doctors the notion pre- 
| vailing among ignorant persons that cholera 
| patients were often buriedalive may be at- 
' tributed ww the fact that three hours after 
death the bodies of victims of the scourge 
' becomes distorted by muscular contractions, 
| often lasting for hours. These contractions 
| are taken by the persons mentioned as in- 
| dicating that life still exists in the bodies and 
asthe remains of cholera patients are In- 
terred as soon after death as possible, these 
| people imagine that the patients are buried 
' before life is really extinct. 

The cholera has suddeply become epidemic 
'at Teheran. Fourteen @eaths occurfed on 
| Thursday and yesterday twenty-five persons 


| were reported to have dled from the disease.

SIR CHARLES EUAN SMITH ENTERS A GENERAL

PILING UP COMPLAINTS OF MURDER 
AGAINST EACH OTHER, 


Another Pinkerton Man Held for Exam- 
ination—All the Duquesne Rioters Re- 
leased on Rail—Chairman Frick Confi- 
dent of Ultimate Victory Over the 
Etrikers. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., Aug. 6.—Fred Primer, the 
Pinkerton detective for whom a warrant was 
sworn out by Hugh Ross, and who volunta- 
rily surrendered on Thursday, was given a 
hearing this morning before Alderman King, 
who committed Primerto jail forcourt ona 
charge of murder.

POLITICAL NEWS. 


Michigan’s Legislature Struggling Withea 
New Appointment. 

LANSING, Mich,, Aug. 6.—The same cloud of 
uncertainty that prevailed last night fs hang- 
ing over the State Capitol this morning. 
The Democrats are confident and assert 
that they have the necessary seventeen 
votes to pass the State Central 
Com mittee apportionment bill. They concede 
nothing from their provisions of thig; elght 
districts under it have population exceeding 
90,000. Saginaw has been given but one 
Senator and the Twenty-seventh District 
divided and giventwo. This comparison is 
with the gerrymander bill, which was 


declared invalid. Barkworth (Dem.) of 
Jackison bas a proposition for a representa- 
tive bill which contemplatesa House mem- 
bership of sixty-four, the minimum under 
the Constitution. This was the subject for 
long discussion in the House com- 
mittee meeting last night and 
several computations were made on 
that basis. The Kepublicans say if the 
Democrats will submit a reasonably fair bill 
no opposition will be offered, but in ang 
event they will obstruct action until legiti- 
mate means are exhausted. 

Both Houses convened at 9:15 o’clock this 
morning. The Senate took a recesg 
for one hour to enable the com. 
mittee to examine the apportionment 
bills. In the House, Representative 
Chisholm offered a resolution instructing the 
House Apportionment Committee to report a 
bill on the basis of sixty-four membDers and 
the same was advocated by several members. 
Diekenman wanted toamend by instructing 
the committee to inquire into the advis- 
ability of this action instead of com- 
mitting the House to it, The amend- 
ment was rejected by a vote of 32 to 
15 along party lines. The party advantage to 
Democrats is that it gives a larger propor- 
tion to the cities, which are supposed to elect 
Democratic members. For this reason it is 
opposed by the Republicans.

WRETCHED WHEAT INSPECTION. 


Kansas City Shipments Falling Far Below 
the Official Grade. 


There have beena number of complaints 
during the last two or three days concerning 
the manner in which the hard wheat is in- 
spected at Kansas City. For weeks the fact 


has been advertised by the Kansas 
City siiipper that the hard wheat crop was 
exceptionally fine, and specimens received 
here have confirmed this report. But the 
wheat inspected at Kansas City as No. 2 hard 
winter by no means justifies the claims made. 
A quantity has been received at this market 
which was graded as No.2? hard in Kansas 
City, but which here does not rise above weev!- 
ly. The great majority of the shipments were 
for export, andthe exporters are unable to 
use the wheat for this purpose. That any 
expert could have considered such grain as 
was sent here as No. 2 appeared tncredible to 
many buyers, and they were indignant at 
what they denounced as a confidence game 
upon them and also upon the 
farmers. The manner in which wheat 
is manipulated at Kansas City is well known 
here. Atthe opening of the season grading 
is extremely liberal, and farmers are in- 
duce thereby to market theircrop at that 
place. Whenthetrade is once established, 
prices drop and grading stiffens, the con- 
trast between early and late grading being 
remarkable. There is much indignation ex- 
peers at the character of hard wheat sent 
1ere from Kansas City.

GEORGES sanp’s CHARMS, 


But the Painter Delacroix Remained In- 
differentts Their Fascinations. 
From an Englishman in Paris. 
Paul de Musset, perhaps as a kind of re- 


ven¢e for the wrongs suffered by his brother, 


once gave an amusing description of the mis- 
carried attempt of Georges Sand to ‘‘net,’ 
Eugene Delacroix, . 

It would appear that the painter had shown 
signs of yielding to the charms which few 
men were able to withstand, or, at any rate, 
that Georges Sand fancied she could detect 
such signs. Whether it was from a wish on 
Georges Sand’s part to precipitate matters or 
to nip the thing in the bud, it would be aifi- 
cult to determine, but it is certain that she 
pursued her usual tactics—that is, she en- 
deavored to provoke an admission of her ad- 
mirer’s feeling. ThoughI subsequently as- 
certained that Paul de Musset?s story was 
substantially true,lam not altogether pre- 
pared, knowing his animosity against her, to 
accept his aeniee theory of the lady’s desire 
‘*de bru squer les finacailles.’’ 

One morning, then, while Delacroix was at 
work, Georges Sand entered his studio. She 
looked out of spirits andalmost immediately 
stated the purpose of her visit. 

‘*My poms Eugene!’’ she began; ‘‘l am 
afraid I have got sad news for you.’’ 

**Oh, indeed,’’ said Delacroix, without in- 
terrupting his work, and just giving her one 
of his cordial smiles in guise of welcome. 

‘*Yes, my dear friend, I have carefully con- 
sulted my own heart, and the upshot is, lam 
grieved to tell you, that I feel I cannot and 


could never love you.’’ 


Delacroix Kept on painting, ‘‘Is that a 
fact?’’ he said, 

‘*Yes, andIask you once more to pardon 
me and to give mecredit for my candor—my 
poor Delacroix.’’ 

Delacroix did not budge from his easel, 

**You are angry with me, are you not? 
will never forgive me?’’ 

**Certainly l will. Only I want you te keep 
quiet forten minutes; I have got a bit of sky 
there which has caused mea good deal of 
trouble; it is just coming right. Go and sit 
down or else take a little walk, and come 
back in ten minutes.’’ 

Of course Georges Sand did not return; and 
equally, of course, did not tell the story to 
any one, but somehow it leaked out. Jenny 
Leguillou had overheard the scene—she was 
quite capable of Hstening behind a screen or 
door—and reported it. Delacroix himself, 
when ‘‘chaffed’’ about it, never denied it. 
There was no need for him to do so, because 
theoretically it redounded to the lady’s 
honor, bad she not rejected his advances?

LIFE IN A MINING CAMP. 
There Are Many Elements of the Pict- 


From the Omaha When bern oa a 
mining camp ars { 
cuckarenens aspect, and whether situated in 
the dark shadow of some rocky oo ge, 
through which rushes 4 noisy, snow- tor- 
rent, or upon a rocky and gee tous hill- 
side, the scene is equall wild and romantic. 
The little cabins nestle insheltered nooks 

where a bit of tevel ground can be foun 

large enough to hold the miniature struc- 
ture, with usually a sentinel pine at the door 
and a well-worn path+to the stream, which 
lashes and foams along its d, or 
they cling to the steep mountain sides, 
where winding trails lead to the ravine 


below. 

The hills, the gulches, the very rocks are 
literally honey -combed with dark tunnels and 
‘‘prospect hoies,’’ where men have searched 
with pick and powder for the precious 
metals, and many a hope lies buried in these 
excavations where the white ‘‘clumps’’ 
gleam like new graves among the gray rocks 
and the green pines. 

The camp that has outlived its boom has 
an especially desolate air. The old shaft- 
houses, with their tall smokestacks leaning 
like the tower of Pisa, the long tunnels, the 
deep, dark and gruesome shafts going down 
hundreds of feet into the earth, with their 
rotten timbers and damp, slippery ladders 
which erst have borne the feet of merry 
workmen to their labors, give onea chill of 
horror to look down into their yawning 
depths, and one can fancy he sees the ghastly 
light of the miner’s candle flickering here 
and there in the gloom. 

| ut the busy camp, the camp that is boom- 
ing, is anything but quiet. At 7 e’clock 
whistjes blow and swarms of men begin to 
disappear into their burrows, and hundreds 
of feet below the surface, by the pale light of 
tallow candles, they drill and blast the solid 
rock allday. At 5 they come up pale and 
half biinded by the sunlight, while the ‘‘night 
shift’’ goes down in their place to continue 
the work through the night. 

Oncea miner alwaysa miner seems to be 
the rule. Perhaps itisthe spice of danger 
ever present in the probability ofan explod- 
ing cap ofthe giant powder, a falling rock, 
or the falling of timbers or machinery that 
lends a fascination to many whose nature it 
istotoy with danger. At any rate areal 
miner seldom abandons his occupation, al- 
though he may meet with countless mishaps 
or lose months of pay in some dishonest com- 
pany. 

The majority of the gold miners are Amer- 
icans, and are mostly an intelligent, inde- 
pendent and reliable class. Occasionally a 
squad of dagos go intothe mines, but their 
cowardice and superstitions render them 
nearly useless. Noltalian can be induced to 
enter a mine where an accident has ever oc- 
curred, especially ifithas been of a _ fatal 
nature. Cornishmen are often employed 
and usually are good workmen, but their 
queer dialect and peculiar habits 
make them the butt of unmer- 
ciful ridicule. Foreigners just over 
show an amazing fear of bosses, as was 
shown in the case of a raw Frenchman 
recently, who worked with such unusual dil- 
igence during the visits of the superintend- 
ent as to arouse that official’s suspicions. It 
the habit of the mento cease 


at the same time giving their attention to his 
instructions, butthe poor Frenchman, who 
was really a good fellow anxious to hold 
his job, worked with such untiring 
energy that it seemed evident that his 
efforts were strained for the purpose 
ofeffect. The boss was disgusted and threat- 
ened to discharge him, A few timely hints 
from his fellow workmen, however, induced 
the Frenchman to desist from such extreme 
efforts and to sit down upon his wheelbarrow 
at the next visit from the official, while his 
uneasy and frightened appearance caused the 
laugh to go round. 

While the work underground has itsattrac- 
tions forthe Drawny arm and skilled hand, 
that of the anxious prospecter above, prow!l- 
ing among the rocks and searching 
every seam and crevice in search of gold is 
full of alternate hope and despondency, and 
many aman grown gray in the work has 
finally lain down to dle broken in heart 
and body in this mad following of the most 
eXasperating will o’the wisp that ever lured 
menon todespair. And if ever the gentle 
goddess of hope transforms herself into a 
demon itis when she beckons with her al- 
luring finger through mountain fastnesses 
while her victim plods with weary step, ever 
searching step by step for that which he will 
never find. 

Man may be learned in mineralogy and 
may be able to tell at a glance the nature and 
quality ofore. He may explain to you the 
difference between telluride and tellurfum. 
He may Know all the different strata and 
formations and be ableto survey the distance 
through a mountain toan inch. And while 
gayly along, fully 
equipped fora successful prospecting tour, 
some poor tenderfoot or green hobo, plod- 
ding by abstractedly, kicks over a rotten 
stump or digs his heels into the ground as he 
rests inthe shade of a pine; and, lo! the 
precious metal is in sight. The _ tender- 
foot may or may not know that 
the rusty ore beneath his feet is worth $1,000 
perton. The smart man may ride along and 
offer him a fair price for his find or hootat 
the idea of its value and eventually get It all; 
and again the finder may be smart enough 
to hold on toit. These things are just as 
they happen,and nature herself seems a self- 
ish and capricious parent, pouring into the 


{ laps of her favored children vast streams of 


gold from her veins and cruelly withholding 
Irom others even the smallest portion of her 
weaith.

A TERRIBLE LEOPARD, 


Before It Was Killed It Was Driven From 
the Bodies of Eighty-Two Victims. 
From the Calcutta Englishman. 


The monster was a male leopard, in no re- 
spect different from an ordinary leopard in 
the beauty of its skin and its general appear- 
ance, save that for its length, 6 feet 6 inches, 
when it was measured before being divested 
of its skin, it had an abnormally large head 
and very powerful shoulders. The skin, af- 
ter being cured, measured just atrifie over 7 
feet 9 inches. 

The brute bad had a long career of crime, 
for its first kill, that ofa little girl of 4 years, 
whom itsprang uponand dragged into the 
inars go from the courtyard of the house or 

ari where the child was playing about sun- 
set or a little later, was notified by the police

last year. The sporting Rajah of Nator went 
twice with his elephants to shoot it.

There have been tigers that have in different 
parts of India caused a terrible loss of life 

but I doubt whether a leopard has ever been 
Known to kill sucha number as 154 human 
beings in the space of twenty-one months. 

[t was killed itself on April 6 at Madaha. a 
Village four miles distant from arhab. "It 
Killed one victim only on each of 121 different 
days; twelve times it killed two human be- 
ings on one and the same day, and three 
times three victims in one day. In one vil- 
lage, that of Bansha, In the Arani jurisdic- 
tion, on different occasions it killed seven 
people; in seven villages it killed no fewer 
than five people; in four villages, six people; 
in twelve villages,three people,and tn eleven 
villages two people, Kxcept in the first year 
of its criminal career it did not let an 
interval of morethan seventeen days pass 
without killing; twice it went hungry for 
fourteen days. It killed forty-one boys of 
ages varying from 1to l0 years and twenty- 
two girls; it found old women of ages vary- 
ing from 40 to 60aneasy prey, for it Killed 
forty of them. Of grown-up men, from 20 to 
40 years of age, it killed only six. Of the 
number of persons killed it had been driven 
off from the bodies of eighty-two: it partially 
or entirely devoured sevent -two. It was 
seen to Climb trees and actually ascended a 
ap ones wees eager by some villagers.

During the day the temperature de- 
creases constantly from the ground upward; 
in the lower strata the decrease is slower in 
winter than insummer, In the latter season 
it amounts to 2.5 deg. per #28 feet, but above 
500 feet the rate of decrease does not showa 
decided annual variation; the amount is 
about 1.6 deg. per 328 feet. It is now worthy 
of remark that at a height of 984 feet (300 
meters) in open air, the decrease of tempera- 
ture is rapid, both during the night: and 
during the day, and nearly approaches the 
theoretical vaiue of the law of the adiabatic 
expansion of gases. 


WAKES OVER THE DEAD. 


The Custom Is Said to Obtainin All Quar- 
ters of the Globe. 


From the Philadelphia Press, 

Said a jrell-krtfbwn embalmer of this city, 
speaking Of waking the dead: ‘‘The custom 
is almost a universal one, and in some form 
is observed by every race and tribe whether 
civilized or barbarous. In this country we 
are apt toassociate wakes with the Catholic 
people, but the sitting up with the body 
after death, and especially during the night 
time, from time out of mind, has been prac- 
ticed by those of every other creed. This cus- 
tom probably originated when embalming 
and undertaking were very crude andin their 
infancy and the dread of dear friends and re- 
latives at leaving the bodies of their loved 
ones alone over night, and to prevent any in- 
jury tothe body, watchers were selected or 
appointed who sat up all nightand took turns 


in looking after the condition of ‘the body. } 


Then the doubt in many people’s minds that 
their lifeless ones are really cead is an- 
other reason for the custom. 

‘*I will remember as long as I live whenI 
was serving as an apprentice, I was called 
upon to joina party of watchers in a room 
where the body of a stout old gentleman lay 
resting on a cooling board toawait the prepa- 
ration of a special sizedcoftin. It was my 
duty to accompany one of the young ladies 
present, who carried the light into the room 
where the body lay, and occasionally moisten 
a cloth with antiseptic fluid that was spread 
over the face of the dead. It was a bitter cold 
night and the wind was howling mournfally 
without and creaking doorsanda shaking win- 
dows; as we passedin before the body and I 
raised the covering from the dead man’s 
face, my companion accidentally jogged the 
board, and instantly following the motiona 
low gutteral sound proceeded from the 
mouth of the dead body, which nearly par- 
alyzed us with fright. My companion 
shrieked. I imagined I saw the llps move 
and the eyelids quiver; the cold sweat oozed 
from my foreheadin huge bead-like drops. 
All the watchers cameinand an investiga- 
tion ensued. It wasonly the exit of some air 
in the body that was started by the stiaking 
of the body on the board, but it wasa terrl- 
ble ordeal to me, Ican assure you.’’ 


PROGRESS IN PHOTOGRAPBHY. 


——— —— 


Scientists Exyvect Soon to Be Able to Take 
Your Picture by Telephone. 


From the London News. / 

A map of the heavens is being prepared as 
a cost of £1,200,000 (which the leading nationt 
have agreed to raise), as an example of what 
telescope photography can do. Instantane- 
ous photography seems to have attained per- 
fection, for it is now possible to fix ths 
image of acannon ball flying through the 
air. Evenmicrobes are now being photo- 
graphed. A young French chemist, M. Henrt 
Courtonne, is credited with a new discovery, 
for which we have been looking to Mr. 
Edison. Sound being transmissible Dy 
telephone, M. Courtonne argued by a 
rigorous analogy that light might be 
transmitted too. As the telephone consists 
of a transmitter, a wire and a receiver. 
so there was reason to Delleve that 
these three organs might be adapted for 
and for this 
purpose the transmitter and receiver should 
be prepared chemically for receiving and 
giving out light instead of sound vibrations. 
This was done by substituting sensitized 
photographic plates for the ordinary tele- 
phone plate. One of the plates was 
placed in front of an aperture through which 
an image was cast, and this image has been 
forwarded by wire and has been seen 
at the other end. The first apparatus 
was very imperfect, and M. Courtonne hav- 
ing heard that Mr. Edison was on the track 
of a similar discovery, resoived to publish 
his experiments, a description of which he, 
however, sent in a sealed letter to the 
Academy in 1889. This letter is only to be 
opened at the sender’s request. 

The Figaro says that the consequences of 
the telephotography cannot be over estl- 
mated. To-morrow, itsays, you will see in 
Paris the image of a man smoking in St, 
Petersburg.

The Ingratitude of Protected Government 
Contractors the Subject of Criticism— 
Orticers Elected for the Following Year 
—St. Louis to Have the Next Conven- 
tion. 


Atthe afternoon session yesterday of the 
Brotherhood of Painters and Decorators 
of America, the following officers were 
elected for the ensuing year: President, J.

A tund of $10,000 was ordered placed in 
bank, to be used In whole or in part when- 
ever an emergency shall arise.

Reports of Its Abolition Greatly Exag- 
gerated. 
From the Missionary Review. 
Readers of the article would be induced to

Slaves are distributed over the northwestern 
states, or an east-northerly route 
chosen via pahgirmi, through 
Wadai, terminating at Benghazi in the 
north, on the Mediterranean coast. Though 
a British Consul ts stationed here, the slaves 
are unaware of, or afraid to exercise, their 
right to claim lHiberty. This path, said a 
missionary lately returned from the mission 
field of Tripoll, to the writer, may be traced 
for hundreds of miles by the white rotting 
bones of slaves, the victims of thirst and 
slaughter. Turning to the northeast of Africa 
there is a comparatively open seaboard, 
in spite of blockade precautions, be- 
between Tajurah Bay and Cape Guardaful, 
where a regular traffic in slaves is in full 
swing. Emanating from the African Coast, 
via Southern Arabia and the Persian Gulf 
eastward, the Indian papers say that the 
Siave trade Is being prosecuted with unabated 
vigor. 

Within French protectorates in tne ex- 
treme Western Soudan the slave curseretigns. 
In a current volume, ‘‘Du Nigerau Golfe de 
Guinee,’’ the author, Capt. Binger, describes 
an extensive and fertile country, ‘‘often de- 
populated and devastated by war and 
Slave riding.’’ Still more terrible records 
of the pursuit and capture of slaves 
are furnished in another contemporary works 
by Dr. Wilhelm Junker. Since the King of 
the Mongbuttus was assassinated, disorgani- 
zationand slavery exist over the whole re- 
gion watered bythe western feeders of the 
Nile, intensified by Arab sway, and the tre- 
mendous advancing tide of Mohammedans 
Africa.

slave strongholds isasign that a brighter 
day is dawning, at leaston the leafy shores 
of Lake N’yassa, where henceforth freedom’s 
flay will wave. 

That a protracted crusade lies before the 
friends of the negro in Africa is admitted, 
and, wereitnot that one-half of Christen- 
dom lacks imagination, the miseries of the 
slave would not be greatly prolonged. Never-

THE PEANUT MARKET. 


Norfolk (Va.) Supplies All the World 
With **Goobers.’’ 


From Goldthwaite’s Geographical Magazine. 
Norfolk has a crop which is worth millions 
of dollars annually—peanuts. Norfolk sup- 
plies the civilized world with peanuts. 
street-corner Italian who empties a pint 
in your overcoat pocket, anda the 


Parisian fruit merchant who weighs you outa 
quarter of a kilogram of the homely nuts, get 
them from here, for this is the only peanut 
marketinthe world. Smyrna bas its igs, 
Barbary its dates, Bordeaux its grapes, and 
Norfolk its peanuts. What would life be 
without peanuts? One can scarcely picture 
an existence which would be tolerable under 
such circumstances. 

The peanut magnates grow the edible tuber 
in Nansemond, Isie of Wight, Surry and 
Southampton Counties, but the common mar- 
ket is in Norfolk. The rows forthe nuts 
laid off three feet apart. They are made fif- 
teen inches deep, and phosphates are largely 
used as an under dressing. They are strewn 
along in these trenches about the middie of 
April, and they mature after the same 
term which is required for potatoes. Itisa 
crop which is marketed like the Dutch drum_- 
head and purple Savoy cabbage, running 
from November to March. ‘the nuts, how.- 
ever, have to go through the factories before 
they are shipped northward, and these fac- 
tories are, witha few excepu.ions, situated In 
Nortolk. ‘here are two factories situated in 
Franklin, Southampton County. 

**‘What is a peanut factory?’’ might be 
asked: A peanut factory is a place where 
they put the *‘goobers’’ through some such 
process as wheat has to undergo when it Is 
being cleansed of chaff and rid of cockerel. 
The most complicated machinery is used to 
assort and polish the nuts, and when they 


are packed in the ninety-pound bags, the | 


prime class bring by the pound from $2.75 to 
$3a bag. The ‘‘tops’’ bring this price in 
Northern cities and are mostly used by the 
swell groceries. The street-corner vender 
selisat his apple stand the second grade, 
and the old lady at the foot of the wharf car- 
ries a stock of doubtful ‘‘tallers.’’ ‘This is 
the result of a market which yields to Vir- 
ginie truckers $8,000,000annuaily. It is second 
n importance only to the sweet potato erop 
of Accomack and Northampton Counties, on 
the eastern shore of Virginia, which is calcu- 
lated atas many millions per acre as Ber- 
muda hassquare feet,and Bermuda isthe 
only yam-raising country that can compete 
with the Southern Peninsula.

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€MALL BOATS IN THE NAVY. 


Fecords They Have Made in 


Hazardous Undertakings. 


From Harper’s Weekly. ; 

The annals of every maritime country are 
enrichea with the stirring victories of boat 
expeditions and with the liant deeds of 
seamen and marines landed as artillery and 
infantry battalions. Sea wars have ever been 
jlilustrated by the successful operations of 
small craft, both In flotillas and as single 
boats; and so brilliant have been 1p | such 
actions that often when the battles of fleets 
cane but hazily remembered these minor 
but no less heroic exploits are recalled with 
a distinctness and freshness which still fire 
the patriotic soul. Something of this may be 
due, of course, to the popular idealization of 
the sailor, for the qualities demanded and 
displayed in these adventures-are such as ap~ 
peal strongly to the imagination; but, on the 
other hand, the seamen engaged in them 
have been inspired aiways to special deeds of 
daring, both by the novelty of the enterprises 
and by the great rewards promised in na- 
tional and naval reputation. 

The war of the Revolution was notable for 
the excellent and hazardvous boat-work ac 
complished. Jeremiali O’Brien in the M&ar- 
garetta affair, Whipple in the attack on the 
Gaspe, Silas lalbot inthe North, the whale- 
boats ‘of the creeks and tide-waters of Vir- 
ginia, John Barry on the Delaware, and 
dozens of others, everywhere, from the Pen 
obscot to the Gulf of Mexico, our mosquito 
fleets were perniciously active in brilliant at- 
tacks upon the enemy. These traditions 
were sustained undimmed in the war of 1812, 
in theattack upon the pirates of the West 
Indies in 1821, and in the Mexican and civil 
wars, and their plain unvarnished yarns 
read like romances, and their results were, 
in the light of the means employed, at times 
marvelous. 

On shipboard the drill known technically 
as ‘‘arm and awayjall boats’’ has, apart from 
its usefulness, a picturesque quality. Briefly 
described,its purpose is to provide ship boats 
and their crews with the requisites for shore 
or distant service. This duty may demand 
the cutting out of an enemy’s vessel! either in 
the assailant’s own harbor or off hisown 
coasts, or it may mean an attack upon the 
shore defences, seaports, river towns, or 
crafts of various kind belonging tothe enemy, 
Sometimes the work isa temporary landing 
for drills, or for an encampment on the 
beach; sometimes it ay be a routine in- 
spection or an exercise Of boats under oars. 
In each circumstance, of course, the equip- 
ment varies to some degree, but you may be 
sure that in every case too inany accessories, 
too much tmpedimenta, willcrowd the boats, 
let chiefs of bureau strugzle as they may 
against this tendency, lec officers and men 
growl sea-fashion as they will, When 
the bugle sounds the call, it isa bustling, 
breezy, heart-warming sight to see how soon 
order emerges from apparent confusion as 
cutters, launches, whale-boats, and the rest 
of them, from barge to dingy, are lowered 
into the water, equipped, armed, manned, 
The lumbering boat boxes, 
the rotund boat stove oo! unholy memory. 
the bags of bread, the breakers of water—the 
biscuits broken into shreds,the water cribbed

INTERESTED IN A DOG.. 


A Big Mastiff’s Fast for Forty-three Days 
—Now on the Way to Recovery. 
From the Toronto Globe. 


On the 8th of June last at about 11 a. m. 
Mrs. Freeman of 283 Richmond street west 
was walking along King street on the south 
side just west of the Kensington Hotel, ac- 
companied by her magnificent mastiff, Lion. 
When just past 153 King street, which is an 
empty store, formerly occupied by Mr. 
Matheson, druggist, Mrs. Freeman missed 


the dog. To use her own words, ‘‘He seemed, 


to have disappeared as suddenly 
as if the earth had aoeee 
and swallowed himup.’’ She made diligent 
search in all directions, calling the dog by 
name, hunted up and down the street, in- 
quiring of every one for her missing pet, but 
alltono purpose, No trace ofsign of him 
could be seen. Despairing of finding him 
herself, Mrs. Freeman advertised in all the 
papers, offering a reward of $25 for the re- 
covery of Lion. No news was received of 
him, and Mr. and Mrs. Freeman searched the 
city over, calling atevery police station and 
leaving descriptions of the dog in every _ 
rection. Week after week passed away, and 
Mr. and Mrs. Freeman had at last reluctantly 
to abandon all hope of recovering their 
favorite. 

On Wednesday, however, Lion was found. 
At about 3 o’clock in the afternoon a work- 
man in the employ of the gas company en- 
tered the vacant store 153 King street West, 
where he had been employed by the company 
In laying the new pipes forty-three days 
before. He opened the door leading down to 
the cellar, and entering was astonished to 
see inthe dim light what appeared to bea 
dog lying stretched on the floor. On 
approaching nearer the man was shocked at 
the sight that met his eyes. Before 
him lay the skeleton of a dog, the skull lying 
flat between the forepaws, every bone, 
every joint showing out plainly and dis- 
tinctly, the hips and elbow chewed and 
mangled. The fawn skin was drawn so tight 
over the bones that in places they showed 
white through it. The eyes were cavernous, 
sightless and black. The workman started in 
horror when he sawa quiver pass over the 
heap before him, and he kKnewthat life was 
not yet gone. Pickinzitup in his arms, al- 
most featherweivht, he carried it up stairs, 
and, laying it on the floor of the front room, 
ran across the street to the office of Veterin- 
ary Surgeon George H. Lucasfor assistance. 
The news spread, and crowds of men poured 
out of the neighboring houses eager to see the 
living skeleton. 

When Mr. Lucas reached the store the 
crowd was so thick that he had to enter by 
the back door, the front being impossible. 
Through the windows the crowd gazed in 
horror atthe shocking object lying onthe 
floor before them, but no one would enter, 
forallfeared the poor beast, if still alive, 
might have strength sufficient to fasten his 
poisoned fangs in them. Mr. Lucas, how- 
ever, saw at a giance that the wretched 
beast Was absolutely powerless, and picking 
himup in his arms carried him across to 
his office. Hastily procuring some water 
he» poured a few drops on the swollen, 
blackened tongue—the poor beast could not 
even lap—and in a tew seconds the effect was 
Seen, and Lion feebly and weakly moved his 
tail. Small doses of brandy and milk were 
administered. Afterafewhours Mr. Lucas 
announced his belief that the dog would live. 
By 10 0’clock Lion was so far recovered as to 
raise up on his feet for a few seconds,when 
he would drop back again. Atla. m. he was 
still getting better, and stood up again. Mr. 
Lucas satup with him all night.. He admin- 
istered small doses of brandy and milk every 
half hour, and yesterday afternoon gave the 
dog his first meal in the shape of two eggs 
beaten up. 

The poor brute’s howls were.heard, and for 
many days Mrs. McVUarthy and her family,who 
occupy the adjoining house, were perfectly 
aware that the dog was in the house, for they 
often heard him barking and whining, but 
they thought nothing ofit, supposing that he 
had been purposely placed there to guard the 
premises, never suspecting that he was not 
being regularly fed. They had not,however, 
heard any sound for several weeks, and con- 
cluded that he had been removed, instead 
of which, as it turns Out, he had simply be- 
come too weak to stand or bark, and was 
slowly dying, life being sustained by the 
slow consumption of his owh body. The 
story that was first told was that the dog 
had been all the while inthecellar. This is 
not probable. for by many unmistakable 
Signs, the tearing of the woodwork, paper, 
etc., it was likely he was confined in a small 
back room, the furthest removed from the 
street. 

Such a sight as the brute presents! He had, 
evidently, in the agonies of hunger and 
thirst, torn the flesh off his paws and lips. 
The door of the cellar was half gnawed 
through, and several holes have been bitten 
clean through the floor and burrowed into 
the clay beneath. There is no doubt that the 
dog has been raving mad during the forty- 
three days he was confined in the store. Had 
any one found him a week or ten days ago he 
would assuredly have torn him to pleces, 
The only chance he had of water was a little 
dropinthe pan of a closet in the corner, 
which was long since putrid, 

Lion was @ inagnificent specimen ofa thor- 
oughbred mastiff and was imported from 
England. He is only two years of age, and 
when weighed a few days previous to his 
incarceration turned the scale at 116 pounds. 
Last night he weighed barely 25 pounds. He 
is now living at Mrs. Lucas’ office, 168 King 
street west. The office was crowded all day 
with anxious and sympathizing people. 
Among the visitors were many ladies, sev- 
eralof whom are well-known members of 
the Humane Society.

Streator in the Iams affair, repeats and in- 
dorses the language used by Gen. Snow- 
den, that he (Streator) was acting ‘‘in the 
face of rebellion, treason, murder and 
anarchy.’’ Hence, of course, he was jus- 
tified in hanging Iams up by the thumbs 
for nineteen minutes; and, according to 
the same logic, would have been justified 
in giving him a hundred lashes on the 
bare back. 

Whether the Snowden-Times logic is 
sound or otherwise, is a question which 
public opinion has already answered with 
sufficient emphasis. Our purpose now is 
simply toremind the Times of the scrip- 
tural proverb that ‘ta soft answer turneth 
away wrath,’’ and that hard answers are 
likely to do just the other thing. The 
Homestead strikers are not ‘‘rebels,’’ 
‘*traitors,’’ ‘*murderers,’’ and ‘‘Anarch- 
ists,’’? any more than are Gen. Snowden 
and the editor of the Times; but it does not 
improve either their mannérs or morals to 
callthem such. “Human nature is so pe- 
culiarly constituted that the persistent 
charging of innocent men with crime, is 
the best possible way to make criminals of 
them—and criminals thus made are of the 
worst sort. 

It is well to remember that those Home- 
stead strikers do not stand alone. Not 
only do they belong to a powerful labor 
organization of their own—the Amalga- 
mated Steel & Iron Association—but every 
other labor organization in the country 
(and they are innumerable) 1s more or less 
in sympathy withthem. This sympathy 
may not assume active shape, but it is 
nevertheless a force which ought to be 
taken into account, because, sooner or 
later, it will be an all-conquering power. 
From skilled workmen to sand-haulers, 
labor is now thoroughly organized and 
ready for battle. It waits but for one 
thing—a _ leader. When the man 
arises—as he surely will sooner or later— 
who can unite all the differént labor or- 
ganizations into one army, obedient to a 
single executive head} it will march to as- 
sured and overwhelming victory. If that 
victory is to be as peaceful as complete—as 
we hope and believe—it is wise not to give 
triumphant labor such insulting memories 
asthe slanderous wordsof Snowden and 
the Times are calculated to produce. 


Iris significant that nota single word 
has been printed by any newspaper in St. 
Louis in defense of Judge Normile’s con- 
duct with reference tothe conspiracy to 
defeat justice at the Four Courts, in an- 
swer to any criticism made upon him asa 
judge or in extenuation of any charge as 
to crookedness or inefficiency in the 
administration of criminal justice in this 
city. Several local papers have commended 
the Post-D1sPpaTcu for its attack upon the 
‘“push’’ combine and the inefficiency and 
corruption prevailing in the municipal 
government, but not one has dared to at- 
tempt the slightest vindication of the dis- 
reputable elements and influences in ap- 
parent control of the city administration. 
There is not a dissenting voice to the 
righteousness of the Post-DisPpaTou’s fight 
against these elements and influences from 
the reputable press and people of St. Louis.

On Tues- 
day night he began to suspect 
her with having improper’ relations 
with Smith. Hesaw Smith he stated hold- 
ing up two fingers to his wife, It was Ma- 
loney’s all-night watch, and when Smith left 
the saloon Maloney commissioned Tom 
Durang, a friend,to watch him, Durang came 
back and said he had lost sight of Smith. 

Shortly before 2 o’clock in the morning 
Maloney, becoming restless, left the saloon 
and wandered aimlessly about until 
he was in front of the Hotel Emory. 
tie heard the clock strike twoand a moment 
later a man entered the hotel whom he 
stated he recognizedas Smith. Maloney re- 
turned’ to the saloon and told Durang 
of the affair and Durang reminded 
him of Smith’s holding up two fingers to Mrs. 
Maloney, and that he must have meant for 
her to meet him at the hotel at 2 o’clock. 

Maloney said he got a dirk knife and went 
back to the hotel resolved to kill them both. 
He waited, he Said, until he saw them come 
out of the hotel together and separate. He 
was too agitated, he said, to make 
up his mind what to do un- 
til they had gone. When he 
found his wife he said he charged her with 
the deed. She at first denied, he said, and 
then. he stated, confessed all.

Explanation Given of the Poor-House 
Investigation.

“PUSH” LEADERS SAID TO BE AFTER 
SECRETARY BRENNAN’S SCALP. 


Thus Far the Committee Has Been Disap- 
pointed in Bringing Out Evidence Dis- 
creditable to Brennan—No Money Paid 
by Supt. Gallagher to Councilmen— 
Yesterday’s Proceedings. 


Public curlosity has been aroused consid- 
erably since the publication of the state 
of affairs prevailing at the Poor-house to as- 
certain why it was that Jim Croninand bther 
members who have been s0 con- 
spicuously . identified with the **push’’ 
should take this means of revealing 
a condition of things out there which refiects 
very heavily on the Mayor and his favored 
band of foll owers. It is quite evident tha 
the committee is after somebody else’s scalp 
besides that of Supt. Gallagher. They have 
brought out in the testimony given so far 
that the money paid Gallagher by Clerk 
Bourdon was not intended for city Council- 
men and would fain have induced Mrs. 
Bourdon to have given the name of the offi- 
cial sought to be branded. 

It is Known in City Hall circles that certain 
members of the ‘‘push’’ have soured greatly 
on the Mayor’s secretary of late and some of 
them do not hesitate to say that Jim Brennan 
Was the man they started outto nail to the 
post when the investigation was first spoken 
ofand begun. So far it seems the committee 
has failed, but this nevertheless supplies the 
motive for the investigation. 

YESTERDAY’S SESSION. 

The special Poor-house lavestigating Com- 
mittee of the House of Delegates resumed 
the taking of testimony yesterday afternoon. 
Only two witmMesses were examined, Mrs. 
Bourdon, the wife of Chief Glerk Bourdon, 
and Miss Mansfield, a stepdaughter of Mrs. 
Bourdon. It was hoped to ascertain from 
Mrs. Bourdon’s testimony the nameor names 
of theparties to whom Gallagher said he 
wished to give the $700 he: borrowed from 
Bourdon, 


She was examined by Chairman Cronin,and 
when asked to state what she knew of the 
loan of $700 by her husband to Gallagher, she 
said: 

**I Know that my husband loaned Mr. Gal- 
lagher $700 shortly after he was confirmed. It 
Wasaday or two after and the loan was 
made without security, My husband regret- 
ted very much afterwards that he had made 
the loan.’’ 


**Was it returned to him?’’ 


**Yes sir; it was returned about a monthor 
$0 ago.’’ 


**Did Mr. Gallagher say or do you know to 
whom that $700 was to be paid?’’ 
**My husband has requested me not to an- 


swer any question like that. I won’t mention 
any names.’’ 

Mrs. Bourdon also testified that she had 
heard her husband say that he had to pay 
Gallagher $200 to hold his position, and she 
knew that he had paid him $40 of it, and ex- 
pected to continue the payment of it in $40 
installments until the full amount was pald, 

NOT TO COUNCILMEN. 

To whom was this money to go?’’ 

**Il won’t say.’’ 

**To city Councilmen?’’ 

**‘No,dt was not to gotocity Councilmen. I 
won’t mentionany names. Mr. Gallagher’s 
son was present at the time the money was 
paid and Mr. Gallagher did not want him to

**Did Gallagher want any of the money he 
got from your husband to use in his business 
or pay his debts?’’

Miss Mansfield was then called, but nothing 
hew was elicited. She had heardthe matter 
talked over by her father and mother and 
she had heard Mrs. Gallagher ask Mrs. 
Bourdon if her nusband would loan Mr. Gal- 
lagher $700. 

She also refused to give any names men- 
tioned in conversations she had overheard. 

Delegate Grimley was then authorized as 
a Special committee to bring in supt. Gal- 
lagher again. After’a lohg wait he came 
back and said Mr. Gallagher absolutely re- 
fused to come before the committee again. 

An adjournment was then taken until 10 
o’clock Monday morning,’ when Dr. Brennan 
will be exainined and the investigation 
closed. A report is to be made at once.

After discussing in an informal manner the 
affairs of the House of Refuge, the Work- 
house and Insane Asylum, Mr. Bass said that 
he thought it wasthe duty of the board to 
take notice of the condition of affairs prevall- 
ing atthe Poor-house as published in the 
daily papers. On motion the following reso- 
lution was adopted after the matter had been 
fully discussed. 

Resolved, that this board proceed to investigate 
the management of the Poor-house, that it meet on 
Monday next at 3 p. m. and that Mr. Gallagher, the 
Superintendent, and Mr. Bourdon, the clerk, be 
notified to be present at that time; that the Super- 
intendent be notified to produce the books showing 
the fuli force of employes and also a separate list 
containing the namé and address of each employe, 
the date that each was employed and the amount of 
salary paid each. 

In connection with the proposed investiga- 
tion, Mr. Bass said that the board would ae) 
fully into the management and conduct of 
the officials irrespective of what has been 
done by the House of Delegates Committee.

THE TREASURY SECRETARY REVIEWS 
2 AMERICAN CURRENCY. 


State Banks vs. National Banks—How 
Money Is Raised in War Times—How 
Resumption Was Effected—Politics Not 
Lost Sight Of in the General Review of 
the Question. 


VERMILLION, O., Aug. 6.—An immense 
throng of people cheered themselves hoarse 
this afternoon at Linwood Grove. It was vir- 
tually the opening of the national campaign 
of 1892 in Ohio for the Republicans, and the 
enthusiasm of those present found vent when 
at 10:30 p.m, the orator of the occasion was 
introduced—Hon. Charles Foster, President 
Harrison’s Secretary of the Treasury, who 
left Washington yesterday for the special 
purpose of being present here this afternoon. 
The great outburst ofapplause was partly in 
the nature of a tribute to the personal popu- 
larity ofthe distinguished Ohioan and was 
gracefully acknowledged by him. The au- 


dience was largely composed of farmers. 

**The occasion will not permit the intro- 
duction of a political discussion, and for this 
reason the subject assigned to me is one that 
in its presentation will be largely historical 
and free from partisanship. Since I com- 
menced the investigation, so asto be able to 
give a fullandaccurate history of the sub- 
ae. one of the great parties of the country 

as, in effect, declared in favor of the re- 
habiltation ofthe present discarded system 
Of State banks. . 

‘*‘Itis impossible that some of my hearers 
may think that Ihave exceeded the bounds 
of propriety in what I may say upon the sub- 
ject of the proposed substitution of the old 
State bank for the present national Danks as 
banks of issue of paper currency. It seems 
to me that the blame, if there be any, should 
rest upon the convention and not upon me.’’ 

The secretary then proceeded to give a his- 
torical account of American currency from 
the time of the coloniesto the present day, 
and made the following ailusion to the paper 
money of the vontinental period: 

‘*It has become more or less fashionable in 
some quarters to denounce Congress for its 
action during the war in borrowing money 
honestly to maintain the government, in- 
stead of paying the nation’s debt in green- 
backs. Experience with the Continental 
currency shows the folly of the course these 
people would have approved and the wisdom 
of what was actually done. The Continental 
Congress was not to blame for what it did. It 
had no authority from the colonies to levy 
taxes and its only resource was to resort to 
paper money, Thecost ofthe revolutionary 
war fell on patriotic people who received the 
currency. The Tories, who were the Cop- 
perheads of those times, refased the Contl- 
nental money and were the only ones who 
escaped ruin.’’ 

He next reviewed the condition of tbe cir- 
culation prior to 1860and described at con- 
siderable length the panics of 1814, 1537 and 
1857 and the disastrous resuits that followed 
each. ‘*The derangement ofthe paper cur- 
rency,’”’ he said, ‘*‘was the most important 
factor in each ofthe three revulsions. The 
trouble was always preceded by a perio of 
great prosperity. The people were growing 
rich. They desired to grew rich faster. 10 
this end they substituted for legitimate en- 
terprise wild speculation in which they were 
aided, and indeed often led, by such of the 
banks as were untrammeled by restraining 
laws. Had the banks confined their issues of 
paper money tothe proper needs of trade 
and industry the panic in each case would 
doubtless have been less intense and the re- 
covery from depression more rapid.’’ 

He gave an interesting account of the war 
circulation and the means used by the Gov- 
ernment to raise money to carry on the 
contest. Continuing he said: 

WAR MEASURES. 

‘‘The system of issuing bank notes was 
radically changed by the bank act of June 3, 
1864. The notes issued by State banks were 
not uniform in value, even at home, while 
very few banks were so widely Known &s to 
give currency at.par to their notes at any 
considerable distance from the piace of 
issue. A traveler passing from one 
State to another or between distant points in 
the same State, was compelled to proVide 
himself with coin if he would avoid the vexa- 
tion and loss incident to his condition. An 
extensiveand profitable business, known as 
note-shaving, grew outof this state of the 
currency and theloss usually fell on those 
least able to bear it. But badas was this 
condition it was worse intimes of panic. 
Then the suspension of specie payments by 
the banks still further impaired the value of 
all bank notes, and in many instances com- 
pletely destroyed it. There is noj doubt 
tnat the variable values of bank clr- 
culation before the war increased the 
cost of living and diminished the wages of all 
classes, and that none were benefited there- 
by but the banks of issue and those whose oc- 
cupation was note shaving. There was an- 
other feature of the State bank circulation 
that was productive of loss and inconven.- 
fence. Each bank had its own’ plates en. 
graved ina high or low style of art accord. 
ing to the means or caprice of the bank 
officials. Hundreds of designs, good, bad 
and indifferent were therefore in existence 
andonly an expert could distinguish coun. 
terfeits from genuine notes. This increased 
the tendency of the notes to remain withina 
narrow circle and at the same time added to 
the opportunities of profit or fraud in their 
circulation. Rates of exchange on New York 
on the best Ohio paper: was 
about 3 per. cent. Since the _ estab- 
lishment of the national banking 
system there has been no trouble such as 
marked the era of State banks. The notes of 
our Ohio national Danks are good in every 
State in the Union, and the notesofthe na- 
tional banks of other States are equally as 

odin Ohio. The business of note shaving 

s unknown, and the counterfeiter is prompt- 

ly detected in his work. The suspension or 

failure of a national bank has_ absolutely no 

effect on its notes, becausethe United States 

bonds deposited in Washington are ample 

security for their redemption at par.’’ 
RESUMPTION. 

The Secretary next gave an account of the 
resumption of specie payment and extolled 
the wisdom of our legislators whiclt provided 
for it. 

‘*The resumption act,’’ he said, ‘‘ provoked 
wide and heated discussion. It was argued 
on the one sidethat resumption would in- 
volve the whole country in disaster; thata 
Violent contraction must follow; that re- 
sumption could not be maintained without 
enormous cost to the people, and that the re- 
adjustment of values would ruin every debtor 
in the country. On the other side it was said 
that the unstable condition of our currency 
caused the constant readjustment of values; 
that no serious contraction would occur 
before resumption and that upon its success- 
ful accomplishment an expansion would 


come from the addition of hoarded gold. | 


Many other arguments were used on both 
sides, disaster being prophesied on the one 
hand and prosperity on the other. We all 
know now that afterthe resumption tn 1879 
this country enjoyed a period of the hignest 

rosperity and that ne suffering preceded 
Frat period which cou not be traced, in 
part at least, to the panic of 1873.’’ 

secretary Foster reterred to the re- 
storation of the standard Silver dollar, the 
increase of the voluine of money in circula- 
tion, the production of gold from our mines 
and ther (tanta tables showing that the 
amount of money in the United States Aug. 1, 
1892 was $2,369,034,411; the amount of money in 
circulation on the same date was $1,601,949,- 
825, the money per capita was $36.09 and the 
circulation per capita was $24.41. ‘‘This per 
capita circulation,’’ the Secretary said, ‘‘is 
the greatest the country has ever had.’’ 

In concluding his address, Mr. Foster said: 
**To me it seems perfectly clear that if this 
couniry istohave any kind of paper money 
issued by the banks, the national bank sys- 
tem is undoubtedly preferable to that vf 
banks of issue ander State authority. Inthe 
mational bank system we have one restrain- 
ing power, which has shown that in nearly 
thirty years of their existence not a single 
dollar has been losttothe public. Under 
State authority we would have forty-five dif- 
ferent systems of banks of issue, reviving 
partially atleast the old system entailing 
more or less loss uponthe people. If more 
bank issues are eded or desired it can 
_ easily and safely be had. At present there is

‘*‘lam not advising that this be done, but 
to express my opinion as to a preference of 
the issue of bank notes by the national banks 
as against the proposed rehabilitation of the 
old State banks system. 

‘‘Te history of the currency of this 
country plainly indicates the necessity of 
having at all times a circulating medium that 
is without question or doubt upon a perfectly 
substantial basis. That any dollar of our 
circulation should be the equal ofevery other 
dollar. I donot know that we can have too 
much good money, but I Know we can have 
too much poor money. Let it be the study of 
our people to secure for themselves sound 
money and as much of it as their business 
needs may require.’’

- EXPLORING CLIFF DWELLINGS. 


The Difficuit Ascent Made to the Sum- 
mit of Tres Fiedreas Roc's. © 

A Tres Piledreas (New Mexico) dispatch of 

the 27th says: Almost three months ago a 

Journt ‘Man named Aiorrison, who was so- 


urning in this part of the country for the 

enefitof his health, 0-:gan an attempt to 
climb to the top of the im nense pile of rocks 
east of this town, from which the place takes 
itsname. ‘ihe three heads are huge citffs, 
which stand hundreds of feet above the sur- 
rounding country, and on top of which can 
be seen the ruins of ancient cliff Jwellings. 

Morrison was impressed witii the idea that 
with time and patience the ascent could he 
accomplished, and probably zreat ald might 
given to those who are studying the habitg 
of the ancient races which left so many signs 
of their civiiization in this country. 


He beyvan on the south side of the cliffand’ 


Starteti to cut steps in the stone and soil in 
orderto makea meansof ascent. He care- 
fully examined every portion of the cliff 
and decided upon his route, and since 
then he has applica himself with the Sa yoo 
industry to his set purpose. He has suc- 
ceeded, and now has the satisfaction of hay- 
ing acco: plished that Which has been set 
down as an impossibility. 

It taok tin just eiguty-three days to tray- 
erse the 350 feet from the base to the summit. 
and there he found that his iabors were wel ell 
repaid, forhe foundthe housesof the cliff 
dwellers intact, just as they had been left 
when some great convulsion of nature had 
torn away a part of the ridge and left the Im- 
mense heads standing tn the air. 

There were seventeen houses foundin va- 
rious parts of the cliff, most of them being on 
the extieine summit and invisibie from the 
plains below. in these houses he found not 
only the utensils used by the former occue 
pants, but found evidence that when the con- 
vuision spoken of occurrred many of the In- 
babitants of the place were on thetop, and 
either were Kiiieu or dled of starvation from 
being cat ojf from all suppiles. 

The houses were exacily alike, being ballt 
of stone and adobe bricks, one-storied 
with Irom one tothree rooms, In each 
them were iound numerous bowls and other 
earthenware vessels, wiilie in one was found. 
a sealed jar which contained a lotofcorn, |

Candy Performs a Feat Never Be- 
fore Done by Any Woman. 
From the Denver Republican. 


Mrs. C. C. Candy 1s the first lady cyclist 
who has yet had the courage to attempt the 
descent of Pike’s Peak on her wheel, She ac- 
complished the feat last Saturday, but not 
without an exciting mishap, which might 
have cost her her life.

Once at the top, 
the most important preparation for the peril- 
ous plunge, for this it seemed, was inthe 
change of costume. Dangerous enough In 
man’s garments, she would not attempt to 
descend in an ordinary dress. She had pre- 
pared a suit resembling tnat ordinarily worn 
by the man cyclist, and it wasin this that she 
appeared on her wheel. 

At 1:15 o’clock she started, her husband fol- 
lowing closely and w atching her, he admits, 
with something of anxiety. It was four hours 
and fifteen minutes later when they landed at 
the base of the monarch ofthe range. It was 
about four miles from the summit that Candy 
declares that his heart jumped into his mouth 
and there remained for several minutes as he 
saw his wife topple over the edge of the road, 
leaving her wheel and being hurled over and 
over down the steep and rough incline, each 
instant Increasing her velocity.

Mexican Finances Said to Be in a Very 
Bad Way. 


Ext Paso, Tex., Aug. 6.—Gen. Sandoval, the 
revolutionist leader, scouts the idea of Texas 
Geputy marshals arresting Catarino Garza. 
The‘ actual condition of Mexico is one of 
financial embarrassment, he says. Gen., 
Diaz’ lack of knowledge of governing the 
country has led tothiscrisis, He mortgaged 
the future of Mexico to the extent of $300,000, - 
000 for the purpose of building railroads, and 
now these roads by their* exorbitant rates 
have killed the prosperity of the country. The 
national treasury has not the money to pay 
the interest on the ratlroad bonds for the 
coming year, and to cover this deficiency it Is 
proposed to floata loan of $20,000,000. Desti- 
tution is universalin the country. The de- 
moralization in the official atmosphere is 
such that last week Senor Remero, recently 
nominated Minister of the Treasury, de- 
clared officially that $4,000,000 per annum 
might have been economized during the six- 
teen years in which Gen. Diaz has been in 
power, thatis tosay, $12,000,000 more than 
the railroads have cost. If the proposed $20,- 
00,000 is not floated no other resource ts left 
but totake the money by force fromthe na- 
tional banksto pay the outstanding debts. 
The State of Zacatecas hasalready reached 
this stage and is forcing a loan from the 
people.
